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1) ..."sitting" denotes decision and resolution. To "sit" with 
scomers means that one has identified with and cast his lot 
with them. The "scomers" are those who openly reject God 
and fling their accusations at Him. 


2) 1 Peter 1:23 Being born again, not of corruptible seed, but of 
incorruptible, by the word of God, which liveth and abideth for 
ever. 

3) 1 Peter 2:2 As newborn babes, desire the sincere milk of the 
word, that ye may grow thereby: 
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1) no place for him "in the congregation of the righteous." Before 
the Day of Judgment, like the "tares" Jesus described, he may 
have congregated with God's people. He may have "looked" 
like them and he may also have "spoken their language." But 
in the judgment, the tares reveal their true nature; God makes 
the distinction and passes judgment. 
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1) Job 23:10 But he knoweth the way that I take: when he hath 
tried me, I shall come forth as gold. Nahum 1:7 The LORD is 
good, a strong hold in the day of trouble; and he knoweth 
them that trust in him. John 10:27 My sheep hear my voice, 
and I know them, and they follow me: 2 Timothy 2:19 
Nevertheless the foundation of God standeth sure, having this 
seal, The Lord knoweth them that are his.
